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Team Attacked on Subway

New York — Twelve members of the Richmond 
Hill High School boys’ basketball team were attacked 
by a pack of 10 gun-wielding muggers on the subway 
Thursday afternoon as they traveled to another 
Queens school for a practice game, officials said yes- 
terday. 

The robbers struck one 16-year-old player on the 
head with a 9-mm handgun and stole his watch and 
personal stereo, transit police said. Another boy had a 
$20 bill stolen before a teammate pulled an emergen- 
cy-brake cord and scared off the attackers. 

The team was traveling without adult supervision 
to an after-school scrimmage at Newtown High 


School in Elmhurst, Queens. The Richmond Hill 
coach, a teacher at Newtown, was waiting at the 
school for the boys to arrive. 

The attack occurred on the J line aa the train was 
approaching the Archer Avenue station just after 3 
p.m., said Ll Bob Valentino, a transit police spokes- 
man. 

Valentino said one of the suspects, a 14-year-old 
junior high school student, was apprehended by tran- 
sit police at the scene. The boy, who was not identified 
because of his age, was charged with first -degree rob- 
bery and second-degree assault The youth who was 
arrested is the one who used the gun in the assault 
Valentino said.

Theory

Dallas — She slipped into the hotel bar like a 
wraith. One moment, she was not there. The next, it 
seemed, she was seated at a table with friends — 
clutching a drink. 

But then. Marina Oswald Porter long ago devel- 
oped a certain talent for unobtrusive entrances and 
exits. The widow of the secretive Lee Harvey Oswald 
appeared gaunt pale and tired — a bit like a fright- 
ened doe — as she mingled with assassination con- 
spiracy buffs gathered for a conference marking the 
30th anniversary of John F. Kennedy’s murder. 

"Why are you here?" 
she was asked. 

"The same reason 
other people are here," 
she said 

"What’s that?" 

'To learn.” 

"What are you learn- 
ing?” 

"Look around,” she 
said, waving an arm to 
encompass the swarms 
of conspiracy buffs 
drawn to the confer- 
ence. 

What Marins Oswald 
Porter. 54, could still 
learn about the assassi- 
nation after throe dec- 
ades is undear. But she has had a history of giving 
now interpretations to the events. Shortly after the 
asaasaination, she told authorities she believed I>ee 
Oswald alone had carried out the crime. 8he gave 
federal agents information about Oswald's rifle and 
said be had told her about using it in April, 1963, to 
fire an errant shot at Edwin Walker, the army general 
fired by Kennedy for indoctrinating his troops with 
right-wing propaganda. Ballistics tests showed that 
that the bullet fired at Walker and bullets fired at 
Kennedy both came from Oswald’s rifle. Later, how- 
ever, Marina Oswald Porter claimed there might have 
been a conspiracy. 

At the Asaasaination Symposium on John F. Ken- 
nedy, the KGB agent who denied Lee Oswald permis- 
sion to return to Russia two months before the assas- 
sination yesterday addressed hundreds of buffs 
hungering for evidence of a conspiracy. Instead, the 
white- bearded Col. Oleg Nechiporenko, 61. disputed 
the buffo almost as firmly as he had Oswald. 

"Lee Oswald was a lone assassin,” Nechiporenko 
insisted. "He had sado-masochistic tendencies. My 
dealings with him led me to believe he was some kind 
of neurotic with an inclination to hysterics/’ 

Author Norman Mailer, the conference’s keynote 
speaker, said: "Oswald could well have been a lone 
killer." But he said it was also possible that there had 
been a conspiracy. "Oswald was a congenital liar,” 
Mailer said. "He lived for the sheer panache of not 
telling truths."
